Cave-Iin of Bowling Alley Dur- 
ing the Downpour Buries 


60 Persons. 


Berlin, July 4 (By A. P.).— 
Twelve persons were killed and 
many injured in a violent thunder- 
storm in the Berlin suburb of 
Woltersdorf today. Thousands of 
excursionists were almost over- 
whelmed by the sudden cloudburst; 
hundreds of them took refuge in a 
covered bowling alley. Volumes of 
water pouring down from the hills 
undermined the walls of the alley, 
which caved in, burying 60. 

Woltersdorf is one of the prin- 
cipal picture film producing areas 
in the environs of Berlin. 

Most of the forests and the su- 
burbs to the east of Berlin were 
completely inundated by the cloud- 
burst, which also put an end to the 
horse racing at Hoppegarten, where 
lightning struck a stable. Many 
valuable thoroughbreds were en- 
dangered and the race track was 
converted into a lake.

But some of 
the Democratic leaders and Repub- 
lican insurgents say the motive of 
the Sénator from Arizona was ob- 
vious to those who understand the 
political situation and the coming 
electious for Congress this fall. It 
was simply to prevent Republican 
candidates from being curtailed in

quire, they say. 


Others Believed Imvolved. 


Mr. Cameron, it is aeciared, acted 
not only for himself, but for several 
of his Republican brethren when 
he filibustered against the passage 
of the La Follette or Neely or com- 
promise resolution limiting cam- 
paign expenses to $25,000 plus 
other specified methods of aiding a 
candidate’s cause. Mr. Cameron 
himself, it is pointed out, is a can- 
didate on the Republican ticket if 
he can impress his constituents of 
the value of the services sufficiently 
to make them desire to send him 
back for another six years. 

The Democrats assert they will 
have a good chance in Arizona, but 
they are more interested in curtail- 
ing expenditures in other States, 
especially in States such as Illinois, 
Missouri, Maryland, Colorado, Okla- 
homa, Kentucky and Massachusetts, 
where William M. Butler, chairman 
of the Republican national commit- 
tee, will seek to hold his seat 
against the expected challenge of 
former Senator David I. Walsh. 

Check on Campaign Funds.

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GALES DECREE MUZZLES 
ALL CATHOLICS IN MEAICO 


Can Not Voice Comment on 
Government. in Press or 
Pulpit or by Unions. 


HEAVY FINES PROVIDED 


(Special Cable Dispatch. ) 

Mexico City, July 4.—The decree 
issued today regulating the Mexican 
press, while affirming the inviola- 
bility of the press, muzzles the de- 
nominational and religious press, 
forbidding it to handle news rela- 
tive to the government? or govern- 
ment employes or comment on their 
policy or action. 

The decree consists of 36 articles. 
Article 13, which is taken from the 
constitution, states, ‘‘All religious 
publications of a. periodical nature 
or having a denominational ten- 
dency indicated by title or program 
are forbidden to comment on po- 
litical or national affairs or supply 
information concerning action of 
authorities of the nation or individ- 
uals directly connected with the 
functioning of public institutions.”’ 

This is taken, with other parts 
of the decree, to furnish an effective 
means of stopping Catholic propa- 
ganda. Heavy fines and imprison- 
ment are provided. 


Monasteries, nunneries and re- 


‘ligious orders are prohibited. Heads 


of organizations existing 


ance of the law are threatened 
with six years imprisonment and 
heavy fines both for men and 
women. Even criticism in 
churches or religious meetings sub- 
jects the offender to five years im- 
prisonment. 

Religious denominations are pro- 
hibited from forming political 
unions or parties.

Radio Tests to Determine 
Earth’s Crust Movements 


Stations All Over World to Take Part in Experiment, 
Designed to Fix Differences in Longitude, Dur- 
ing October and November. 


(By ‘Associated Press.) 

Tests by radio signals that are 
expected to produce evidence con- 
cerning the movement of the 
earth’s crust are to be conducted 
during October and November, 
under sanction of the International 
Astronomical union and the Inter- 
national Geodetic and Geophysical 
union. 

The tests primarily will be to de- 
termine the differences in longitude 
of different points in the world, 
and the permanency of their rela- 
tive positions. The principal sta- 
tions conducting the tests will be 
the naval operating base, San 
Diego, Calif.; the Algiers observa- 
tory, and the Shanghai observa- 
tory, all of which are nearly in the 
same latitude and spaced approxi- 
mately eight hours apart in longi-

are expected to join in the opera- 
tion, including those in Washing- 
ton, Greenwich, Paris, and Austral. 
asia. The United States Coast and 
Geodetic ‘Survey will occupy sta- 
tions at Honolulu and Manila. 

Radio signals of the rhythmic 
type, so spaced that there will be 
61 signals per minute for 5 
minutes, or 306 signals in all, will 
be sent three times daily at 3:10, 
10:10, and 20:10, Greenwich 
time. 
throughout the world will be asked 
to make time observations and re- 
ceive the signals, thus enabing 
them to establish their longitude 
with reference to one or more of 
the points of reference. The 
radio signals may be received auto- 
matically on a chronograph, or by 
ear. Short wave signals are to be 
sent as well as long wave.

1,000 in Grandstand

Memphis, Tenn., July 4 (By A. 
P.).—Wind of cyclonic proportions 
unroofed the grandstand of Hodges 
field, local amateur baseball park, 
today, throwing a crowd of 1,000 
persons into a near panic. All 
available ambulances in the city 
were rushed to the field, but only 
a few persons were slightly injured.

The rocket’s red glare against 
Washington monument fn a bril- 
liant fireworks display and a mag- 
nificent pageant on the east steps 
of the Capitol, held at the same 
time, will close the celebration of 
the 150th anniversary of the sign- 
ing of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence tonight. 

The 150th anniversary of *the 
birth of the United States and the 
centennial of the death of Thomar 
Jefferson and John Adams will fade 
into -history today——but not until 
the citizens of Washington have 
done their utmost com- 
memorating it. 

The exercises at the Capitol will 
embrace one of the most compre- 
hensive and colorful pageants ip 
the history of Washington. More 
than 1,000 persons will join in pre-

25,000 persons. 
Community Programs. 


Community celebrations will be 
held in several sections of the city. 
These will be marked by pageantry, 
florid oratory, pledges of allegiance, 
ahtletic events and firework dis- 
plays. The holiday appearance will 
be further enhanced by the suspen- 
sion of business. The large retail 
stores will be closed all day, it has 
been announced. 

The day would possess the addi- 
tional feature of being the birthday 
anniversary of President Coolidge 
if it were actually the Fourth of 
July. But unlike the celebratiog, 
the President’s anniversary could 
not wait over Sunday. 

On account of the drizzling rain 
the President passed his birthday 
anniversary vesterday in the seclu- 
sion of the White House, with the 
exception of his attending church in 
the morning. President and Mrs. 
Coolidge will go by special train 
early today to Philadelphia, where 
the President will speak at the 
sesquicentennial exposition. 

The Capitol itself will 
mersed in a flood of lights of vari- 
colored hues for the first time in 
its history at the celebration to- 
night.

SENATE TO RESUME 
INQUIRIES DELAYED. 
AS otsolll CLUSEE 


| Campaign Funds and the 
Alien Property Office Control 
Are Up Tomorrow. 


SENSATIONS IN VIEW, 
BELIEF OF MEMBERS 


Charges That American Prop- 
erty in Cuba Is Unprotected 
to Be Investigated. 


(By the Associated Press. ) 
Congress has gone home for a 


five months’ vacation, but it has 
left several committees behind to 
carry on investigations which many 
members expect to furnish summer- 
time sensations. 

The Senate campaign funds com- 
mittee is to resume its inquiry into 
the Pennsylvania primary tomor- 


row and later will go into Illinois 


'and probably several other Western 
| States for investigations of primary 


contests. 

Also Tuesday the special commit- 
tee named Saturday by the Senate 
to inquire into the alien property 
custodian’s office will hold its pre- 
liminary meeting and map out a 
program. 

A third Senate inquisitorial body 
is a subcommittee of the foreign re- 
lations committee, which is to look 
into charges made by Senator King 
(Democrat), Utah, that American 
citizens in Cuba have been deprived 
of their property and that Ambas- 
sador Crowder, at Havana, has 
failed to protect American interests. 


Chairmen of Committees, 


Senator Borah (Republican), 
Idaho, is chairman of both the alien 
property and Cuban committees. 
Senators Johnson (Republican), 
California, and Swanson (Demo- 
crat), Virginia, are the other mem- 
bers of the body which will inquire 
into Senator King’s charges. 

The Utah senator not only in- 
itiated the inquiries which Senator 
Borah is to conduct, but also is a 
member of the campaign funds com- 
mittee and is acting chairman of 
that body in the absence of Senator 
Reed (Democrat), Missouri, who 
has returned to Kansas City. 
Another inquiry sponsored by 
the Senate is to be conducted this 
summer and fall by the Shipping 
Board and the Department of Com- 
merce to report on a policy that 
will assure an adequate and perma- 
nent merchant marine. Chairmen 
Jones, of the commerce committee, 
was the author of the resolution 
directing the investigation. 
Senator Walsh (Democrat), Mon- 
tana, sought in the closing hours 
of the Senate to get action on his 
resolution to direct the Federal 
trade commission to investigate 
and report on combinations in busi- 
ness. This measure remains be- 
fore the interstate cammerce..com- 
mittee. 

No House Inquiries. 


The House authorized no vaca- 
tion-time inquiries by its commit- 
tees, but its managers appointed to 
prosecute the impeachment trial of 
Federal Judge George W. English, 
of the Eastern Illinois district, will 
hold sessions from time to time to 
prepare for the trial before the 
Senate. 

Upon reconvening tomorrow, the 
campaign funds committee will re- 
call William H. Stayton, national 
chairman of the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment, and it hopes also to hear 
Representative Morin, of Pitts- 
burgh, who was western campaign 
manager for Representative Will- 
iam S. Vare in the recent Pennsyl- 
vania senatorial primary. 

The investigators have before 
them for examination a raft of data 
presented by Wayne B. Wheeler, 
general counsel of the Antisaloon 
league, to support his charge that 
the wets are raising large war 
chests for use in forthcoming pri- 
maries and elections. 


Wet Campaign Attacked. 


Pointing to one letter sent out by 
the association against the prohibi- 
tion amendment and stating that it 
cost $1,500 to organize in a single 
congressional district, Wheeler 
charged directiy that $600,000 is 
sought by the association.

ASURIBED TO JEFFERSON 


Centenary of Death Observed 


at Monticello; Leaders in 
3 Creeds Speak. 


GOV. BYRD TELLS OF END 


Charlottesville, Va., July 4 (By 
A. P.).—Hundreds of lovers of lib- 
erty and admirers of the principles 
of Thomas Jefferson braved a sum- 
mer rainstorm to pay homage at 
his shrine this afternoon on the 
100th anniversary of his death. 

The principles of Jefferson were 
the themes of the addresses by 
Bishop William T. Manning, of New 


York, Episcopal diocese, represent- 
ing the Protestants of America; 
Dr. Samuel H. Goldenson, rabbi of 
Radef Sholom temple, Pittsburgh, 
speaking for the Jews, and the Rev. 
Charles W. Lyons, S. J., president 
of Georgetown university, Catholic. 

Wreaths from various organiza- 
tions and individuals having been de- 
posited at the base of the shrine, 
the procession dissembled and Gov. 
Byrd and Breckenridge Long, chair- 
man of the national sesquicenten- 
nial committee, addressed the crowd 
from the steps leading to the cem- 
etery from the roadway. 

Gov. Byrd finished his address, 
and Bishop Manning had begun his, 
frequently interrupted by the rum- 
ble of thunder, when a burst of rain 
sent the crowd scurrying back to 
the roadway to shelter on the broad 
veranda of Jefferson’s home. 

Ceremonies, after a brief. post- 
ponement, were continued, with the 
speakers ranged along the balcony 
overlooking the great’ reception 
room of Jefferson’s home and the 
crowd assembled below. 

+A flickering candle, held by a 
grizzled nerro servant, who beamed 
benevolently upon the speaker, af- 
forded the light by which. Bishop 
Manning finished reading his 
speech, and Dr. Goldenson and 
Father Lyons delivered theirs in 
thessame manner. 

Bishop Manning termed the bat- 
tle fought by Jefferson for religious 
freedom as the greatest rendered by 
the author of America’s most cher- 
ished document. 

Dr. Goldenson declared that the 
accumulated ‘‘force of civic, politi- 
cal, intellectual and religious ideals, 
which were wrought into the tex- 
ture of our government by Thomas 
Jefferson’’ comprised a manifold 
challenge to higher thought and 
nobler aspirations from the past. 

Father Lyons traced the growth 
of the freedom of thought as ex- 
pressed by Moses, Aristotle, the 
Magna Charta, the charters of the 
Colonial Colonies, Nicholas. of 
Cusa and various other historical 


-| characters and instruments. 


“Ours is a most responsible trust. 
We must hand it down to posterity 
sacred and intact. Capital must 
make truce with labor; labor must 
make pact with capital, each must 
measure even in the scales of 
justice. 

‘‘Class prejudices, racial pride, 
assumed superiority must be dis- 
lodged from the minds of men that 
justice may function and equality 
and the dignity of human nature be 
sustained.”’ 

Gov. Byrd, in introducing the 
speakers, related the incidents sur- 
rounding the death of Jefferson 
and spoke of his instruction that 
his tomb bear the inscription: 

“Here is buried Thomas Jeffer- 
son, author of the Declaration of 
American Independence, of the 
statute of Virginia for religious 
freedom, and father of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia.’’

“As for Senator Reed, he is the 
last man who should point. the 
finger of indictment against any 
other member of Congress.’’ Up- 
Shaw declared. ‘I have a telegram 
from Boston declaring that he re- 
ceived a fee of $25,000 since he has 
heen a United States senator for 
defending a notorious criminal of- 
ficial whose office had becomes a 
rendezvous of thieves and a nest 
of crime and who was barred from 
practice of law because of his shock- 


~ ing crime.” 


Will Name Criminal. 


Mr. Upshaw said he would name 
the ‘‘notorious criminal official 
when the time is ripe.’’ 

“When I have finished my busi- 
ness here, which involves the bury- 
ing of a couple of opponents. I shall 
be ready to meet Senator Reed on 
any stumpin the United States and 
battle the question to a finish,”’ he 
declared. The representative is a 
candidate for reelection. 

The statement referred to an- 
other letter brought out in the in- 
vestigation which quoted Mr. Kel- 
ser writing to H. B. Somers that 
Mr. Upshaw “will not speak for less 
._ than $75 for a Sunday of two .serv- 
ices. I think that is too much.” 

Mr. Upshaw said tonight that he 
thought 375 was ‘‘too little’ for 
two addresses. 

“It is simply ridiculous,’ Mr. 
Upshaw said, ‘‘to expect a repre- 
sentative to go out virtually every 
Sunday, as I have been going for 
the past seven years, and invest 
time and vitality absolutely free.

Holds Sunday His Own. 


“If it be answered by our crit- 
ics that a representative’s salary 
does cover all his activities, I re- 
mind you that Congress does not 
pay its members to work on Sunday 
for the good of humanity, and Con- 
gress therefore has absolutely noth- 
ing to do with what I do with my 
time on the Sabbath. 

‘‘And furthermore, as the wets 
don’t contribute any of the money 
to the cause of enforcement of our 
constitutional laws, it is none of 
their business what we drys do with 
money we raise, as long as it is 
used for the majesty of-the law 
and national sobriety. 

“All this noise about congress- 
men being paid for their work has 
created a lot of sickening sentimen- 
tality.

HOME TRAINING NEEDED 


The problem of the ‘‘self indul- 
gent’’ parent, rather than that of 


youth, is the chief menace to the 
health of the country, the Rev. 
James Shera Montgomery declared 
in his sermon on “What Is the 
Matter With the United States,” at 
the Metropolitan Memorial M. E. 
church last night. 

Dr. Montgomery said that the 
first in line of correction is the par- 
ent, since influence of the parent in 
the home is the pillar on which the 
national life of the country, and the 
society which it embodies, is found- 
ed. Therefore, a listless parent- 
hood is largely responsible for any 
evils of youth, just as a strong par- 
enthood is the guaranty of a sound 
national life, and a condition of 
youth salutary to the interests of 
the future, 

The chief evil facing the country, 
Dr. Montgomery said, is tendency 
among parents to indulge their 
Own desires, to hanker after fulfil- 
ment of their own selfish wishes, 
leaving children to guide them- 
selves as best they might. 

Another evil, Dr. Montgomery 
pointed out, is the tendency to 
“substitute legislation for home 
training.’ 

“I know of no power in any law 
that can purify_a home life,” he de- 
clared, adding that ‘‘the home is the 
fountain from which all power of 
society or government fiows.’’ The 
need of the country is the restab- 
lishment of the home, he concluded.

Paris, July 4 (By A. P.).—Ratt- 
fication of the debt accord with the 
United States at the soonest possi- 
ble time, ‘‘despite opposing consid- 
erations,’’ is one of the important 
recommendations contained in the 
report of the French financial sur- 
geons who for nearly a month have 
discussed the country’s fiscal ills. 
This report has been awaited 
eagerly as holding out a new lqase 
of life for France. 

The recommendation also. is 
made that a settlement of France’s 
debt to Great Britain be: accom- 
plished with the briefest delay. 

As an important step toward 
stabilization of the franc, the ex- 
perts suggest the strictest economy 
in administrative expenditures, an 
immediate increase in the receipts 
of the state and a settled plan for 


retirement of domestic and foreign 
debts. 


Dislocation of Industry. 


“Exact observation of the en- 
gagements made by the state and a 
settlement of the interallied debts,’’ 
the experts find, ‘‘is the base on 
which the whole program for a 
gradual return to normal condi- 
tions must be built.” 

The document, made public to- 
day, bears out the constantly em- 
phasized declaration of inance 
Minister Caillaux that France must 
face a period of ‘‘grand penitence’’ 
in her program is to be realized, 
with consequent dislocation of in- 
dustry, unemployment and other 
ills that invariably follow an infla- 


‘“But,’’ the report concludes, ‘if 
the necessary measures are faced 
courageously and _ unfalteringly, 
without deviation from the pro- 
gram of hard economy and rigid 
self-denial, the period of readjust- 
ment will be reasonably short, and 
the return to economic prosperity, 
real and not chimerical, will be- 
come a fact.”’ 

How far the report will be em- 
braced in M. Caillaux’s financial 
projects to be laid before the cham- 
ber of deputies Tuesday is not yet 
of course known, but it is signifi- 
cant that the report follows largely 
the ideas 6f financial redressment 
the finance minister already has ex- 
pressed. 


Based on Actual Conditions. 


It is also commented that the 
document emphasizes the fact that 
it is based on careful study of 
actual conditions, is composed of 
many dependent parts, and, like 
the Dawes reparations plan, forms 
a cohesive whole that cannot be 
altered greatly without damage to 
the entire foundation. 

“The hour for half truths is 
past,’’ the experts declare. They 
go on even more bluntly to assert 
that execution of a program of 
financial restoration in the present 
period of monetary disorganization 
“requires rapidity of decision and 
often a discretion which does not 
fit well with the inevitable delays 
and uncertainties of parliamentary 
procedure.”’ 

“For defense of the franc,”’ they 
conclude, ‘‘only the executive pow- 
er, with its agencies of action, is 
in a position to act with the neces- 
sary rapidity,’”’ and demand that 
parliament approve quickly the 
plan, if it is to provide entirely the 
necessary resources and charge the 
government with full responsibility 
for its execution.

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RADIO CONTROL. 

Congress adjourned without action on the 
bills to regulate control of the air. Radio 
legislation has been discussed for months and

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INTERFERENCE IN NICARAGUA. 

Lawrence Dennis, United States charge 
d’affaires at Managua, appears to have placed 
the Department of State in an untenable posi- 
tion by interfering in the politics of Nicara- 
gua. The present government of Nicaragua, 
under President Chamorro, has not been recog- 
nized by-the United States. Recognition was 
refused on the ground that Chamorro had ob- 
tained contro! of the 


Mr. 


government through a 


coup d'etat whereby the regularly elected presi- 
lent, Solorzano, was compelled to withdraw in 
favor of Chamorro. The treaty of 1923, signed 
by the five Central American gepublics, pro- 
. vides that recognition shall not be extended to 
any government which gains power by revolu- 
tion or coup d'etat. The United States, while 
not a party to the treaty, encouraged the mak- 
ing of it, and the refusal to recognize Cha- 
morro has been justified on the ground that 
the United States approves of the spirit of the 
treaty. 

One or two attempts to overturn Chamorro 
have been made, but he has maintained his 
position in spite of nonrecognition. The De- 
partment of State has intimated fhat it will 
not countenance any revolution against Cha- 
morro. But the charge d’affaires seems to be 
impatient. A detter purporting to have been 
written by him has been published, dated June 
10, in which he invited members of the con- 
servative party to meet him at the legation 
on June 15 to discuss Nicaraguan politics. It 
is reported that at this meeting Mr. Dennis 
suggested to the conservatives that they induce 
Gen. Chamorro to resign. It is also reported 
that Mr. Dennis alluded to the possibility of 
using the United States navy in bringing about 
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simplification, and make public such sugges- 
tions and examinations.

THE NEW RETIREMENT LAW. 
The Federal employes have won a .partial 


victory in the passage of the retirement bill 


which, increases the maximum annuity of re- 
tired employes from $720 to*$1,000. At a 
time when it appeared the legislation was 
doomed, the conferees having the bill in charge 
agreed to a compromise, adopting a few of the 
Senate’s provisions which in a measure will 
make the new law more satisfactory than the 
old. It is, however, not a “liberal’’ law be- 
cause it will cost the government no additional 
money, and in fact will save it $29,000 annu- 
ally.

It was on the first day of April, away back 
in the seventies. that the New York Herald 
‘“‘April-fooled’’ the inhabitants of Manhattan 
through the publication of a detailed account 
of the alleged escape of the carnivorous 
animals of the Central Park Zoo.

$51,000,000, a greater sum by many millions 
than has ever before been requested for the 
District. Appropriations for the present fiscal 
year which began July 1 total $33,918,571. 
This does not include approximately $1,000,- 
000 carried in the second deficiency bill. The 
latter amount, however, includes $600,000 for 
continuing improvements on the Rock Creek- 
Potomac parkway project which must be paid 
for out of the surplus fund credited to the 
taxpayers. This year’s appropriation exceeds 
by nearly $1,500,000 the amount appropriated 
for the year 1926, but is $3,418,429 under the 
previous year, when the total expenditures 
authorized by Congress reached $37,497,000- 
The fiscal year 1925 was the first under the 
lump sum policy adopted by Congress of ap- 
propriating $9,000,000 as the Federal govern- 
ment’s share of expenses for the Federal city. 
The following year when the taxpayers were 
faced with the problem of bearing a far greater 
burden of cost the expenses were cut down. 

Coming at this time, when it igs proposed to 
levy a still higher rate of taxation on the 
people of the District, the estimates made by 
the District auditor doubtless will be generally 
disapproved, although most citizens are in 
sympathy with many of the suggested improve- 
ments. The tax rate for the District is now 
too high. Any increase will add to the bur- 
dens. 

There is no doubt that many of the proposed 
improvements and many of the items con- 
tained in the auditor’s estimates are desirable, 
but it is true also that some of them can wait. 
When Gen. Lord, director of the budget bu- 
reau, begins his process of paring, it is quite 
probable that the estimates submitted will be 
very materially reduced, and Congress may be 
expected to help in the work of cutting down. 

The whole thing, however, emphasizes the 
absolute need of a congressional inquiry into 
the affairs of the National Capital. Under 
the present system, with Congress shouldering 
a load upon the Distriet taxpayers which they 
should not be required to carry, there is every 
reason for the people of the District to pro- 
test. Nothing short of a thofough investiga- 
tion by a joint committee of Congress will ever 
solve the problem of a just relationship be- 
tween the Federal govérnment and the District 
of Columbia.

The feature of the card is the 
$10,800 Washington Park handi- 
cap, with Captain Hal a leading 
entry. 
The State’s attorney’s office re-

tuel windows.

Steel Production Is Expected 
to Set New High Mark 
by End of 1926. 


New York, July 4 (By the Asso- 
ciated Press) .—The second half of 
the year has: opened with general 
business displaying undiminished 
vitality, despite a marked division 
of opinion over midsummer pros- 
pects. Most of the reliable trade 
indices last week revealed that the 
current volume of business was not 
far below that of the early months 
of the year and that the rate of 
industrial activity was considerably 
above that of a year ago. 

Prophets of reaction in the basic 
industries, such as steel and auto- 
mobile manufacturing, have so far 
found little to substantiate their 
predictions. Conditions in the 
steel industry, after the temporary 
spring recession, have shown pro- 
gressive improvement contrary to

Ingot Output Is Record. 


All records for steel production 
in' the first half of the year were 
broken by the ingot output of ap- 
proximately 24,500,000 tons. This 
was about 9 per cent ahead of the 
corresponding period last year, 
while shipments at the same time 
ranged from 5 to 10 per cent higher 
than in 1925. Predictions were 
freely made Rat the production for 
the entire year also would reach a 
new high record. 

Some signs of a reduction in buy- 
ing were detected following the re- 
markable expansion in June busi- 
ness which in some products was 50 
per cent above that in May. 

The most interesting devolop- 
ment in the railroad field was the 
revival of interest in the consoli- 
dation program coincident with the 


modified nickel plate merger plan. 
Reconsideration of this project, 
which will involve more liberal 
treatment for the stockholders of 
the constituent roads, is expected 
to speed up other pending mergers. 
Freight car loadings continued at 
the rate of more than a million a 


week, with the approaching crop 


movement promising to swell traffic 
and earnings alike. 

Although it has been too. early to 
gauge general crop possibilities, a 
good picture of the cotton situation 
has been presented by the govern- 
ment’s first report of the season. 
With the estimated condition above 
75 per cent of normal applying to 
an increased acreage, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture predicted a 
yield of more than 15,600,000 bales, 
slightly below last year’s final pro- 
duction. 


Bond Market Is Expecting 
Huge Investment Flood 


New York, July 4 (By the Asso- 
clated Press).—With an unprece- 
dented volume of reinvestment 
bonds flowing into the hands of se- 
curity holders through midyear in- 


terest and dividend payments, the 
bond market last week held rela- 
tively steady, influenced in a de- 
gree by the impending ebb tide of 
back into the investment 
centers. 

Never before has the country 
seen such a disbursement of invest- 
ment earnings—some $600,000,000 
in cash—and the bulk of this is ex- 
pected to be reinvested in profit- 
yielding securities. — 

Although a record total of more 
than $500,000,000 in new bond is- 
sues was offered in June, some deal- 
ers declared they are aware of an 
actual shortage of desirable invest- 
ment opportunities. The month 
closed with an abundance of funds 
evident for long-term investment. 

The month-end saw a slight de- 
cline in bond averages, but in the 
opinion of at least part of the big 
banking interests this indicated an 
adjustment of prices among the va- 
rious investment groups rather than 
a general downward tendency. 

Second grade rails and indus- 
trials maintained a high average as 
the half-year closed and virtually 
all government bonds had moved 
into higher ground as a result of 
the Treasury arranging for the ‘pay- 
ment on June.~156 of approximately 
$334,000,000 in maturing certifi- 
cates without refinancing. 

A notable development of the 
week was.the ascendency of munici- 
pal bonds, which had moved cau- 
tiously since the first of the year.

VETO OF INDIAN DILL 
GALLED BLOW AT AIGHTS - 


Defense Association sear! 
tary Asserts Way to Oil: 
Exploitation Is Open. 


PRAISES - CAMERON Act 


Chicago, July 4 (By A. P.) he 
John Collier, executive secretary of 
the American Indian Defense assor 
ciation, announcing that he spoke 
on behalf of the organization, toe 
day issued a statement criticizing 
President Coolidge’s veto last week 
of the Indian oil leasing bill. He 
said the action has opened the way 
for Federal measures exploiting 
Indian rights. 

The bill which Congress had én- 


acted replaced the objectionable oil 
leasing measure which Indian wel- 
fare bodies and the General Fédd- 
eration of Women’s Clubs success-. 
fully opposed, Secretary Collier 
said, and veto of it will serve to re- 
vive previous efforts to effect ‘“‘the 
complete surrender of Indian 
rights.’’ This was the end he as- 
signed to the original bill. 

The substitute bill offered by 
Senator Cameron in the Senate and 
Representative Frear in the Holise 
was ‘‘the first measure of large j 
tice affecting great numbers of Ind 
dians that has been passed by Con- 
gress in many years,’’ Mr. Collier 
declared. Not only did the measure 
protect the Indian in oil develop- 
ments, he said, but provided against 
the abolishing of Indian reserva- 
tions, except with the consent of 
Congress. 

“The veto,’ he said, ‘is a cold 
and cynical blow against Indian 
rights and the policies of conserva- 
tion.”’

Cites Revolutionary Days. 


“One-third of the people of this 
country opposed the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence 150 
vears ago,’’ Dr. Sizoo asserted, ‘‘but 
they abided by the will of the ma- 
jority. Matthew. Arnold at that 
time gave the new government only 
50 years to last, believing that dem- 
ocratic government was a govern- 
ment of mediocracy. Alexander 
Hamilton, who signed the Declara- 
tion of Independence, signed it be- 
lieving that such a government 
could never last, as did many of-the 
others who signed the document. 

‘“‘America will always be a chal- 
lenge to the world, because no one 
150 years ago believed that it could 
be so great today. Europe is turn- 
ing away from democracy today, 
and the message of America is to 
keep alive that faith in demoeracy 
incorporated in the Declaration of 
Independence.”’ 


U. S. Most Stable Government. 


The Rev. Dr. Sizoo pointed out 
that in spite of the misgivings of all 
those who had no faith in demo- 
cratic government 150 years ago 
the United States today is the most 
stable government in the world. 

In closing his sermon entitled 
“For Love of Country,’’ Mr. Sizoo 
said: ‘‘We have freedom of religion 
today, but that does not mean free- 


cipals and teachers on the school 
products thev will need for the 
next term.

Man and Nation Should Show 
Nail Prints of. God’s 
Work, He says. 


COOLIDGES ATTEND 
picibnaidad SERVICE 
Methodist Prelate Preaches 
for Dr. Pierce at the 
Auditorium. 


Self-sacrifice for the sake of 
others is ‘‘God’s Principle’ for the 
attainment of -national and per- 
sonal greatness, Bishop Theodore S. 
Henderson, of Cincinnati, Ohio, de- 
clared at the morning service of the 
First Congregational church held in 
the Washington auditorium vester- 
day. 

The sign demanded by the doubt- 
ing apostle Thomas, ‘‘Except I shall 
see in His hands the print of the 
nails, I will not believe,’’ was the 
sympol of self-sacrifice used in the 
sermon by the bishop. 

“Except I see the ‘print of the 
nails’ in the personal and associated 
practices of America, I will not be- 
lieve it is God’s nation,’ Bishop 
Henderson declared. 


Coolidge at Service. 


President Coolidge, whose fifty- 
fourth birthday fell on the sesqui- 
centennial birthday of the nation 
attended the service as 
usual, accompanied by Mrs: Cool- 
idge and their son, John Coolidge. 
The President was born at Ply- 
mouth, Vt., July 4, 1872. 

“Wherever God is, there is the 
print of the nails.’’ Bishop Hender- 
son continued. 

‘Coal operators do not tell us 
that God made the coal, but physi- 
cists and geologists tell us that mil- 
lions of years ago black forests 
were pressed down into ooze and 
somehow today as a result we have 
the coal. Upon the coal is God’s 
mark, the print of the nails. 

“What is true of the print of the 
nails in the physical realm is also 
true in the higher realm of human 
life. Greece with all its learning 
and culture went down to ruin. 
You can not have education which 
leaves out the print of the nails and 
survive; God will not have it so. 


Effect on Other Nations. 


“The religion of Jesus is 
marily the religion of the print of 
the nails. Mexico, unless it sees in 
us the print of the nails which rep- 
resents not political 
but brotherly helpfulness 


say, ‘I do not believe in 
Christ.’ Japan says™“to us, ‘Unless, 
in spite of racial prejudice, I can 
see the print of the nails in your 
relations with me, I will not believe 
in your Christ.’ 

“The man next to you, your 
friend, your employe, your servant, 
must see the print of the nails in 
you, or he will not believe in your 
Christ.’

Inexplicable. 


Senator Blease (Democrat), first 
blocked the effort to get the Neelv 
resolution up but it is understood 
that he would not have persisted to 
the point of filibustering. Then 
came Senator Cameron’s inexplic 
able filibuster. He based it on a 
desire to press a bill for a dam site 
in his State, but few of the Demo- 
crats believe that was the real mo- 
tive. 

It is not beyond the’ realm of pos 
sibiiity, Democrats point out, that 
Senator Cameron either himself un- 
dertook to kill off the campaign ex- 
penditures resolution or was, in- 
formed that such a move on his 
part would. be welcomed. In either 
event, under the Senate rules, he 
would be justified in holding the 
floor. If it was a political ruse on 
Mr. Cameron’s part, he played his 
role well, it is conceded, and showed 
that at least one Republican sena- 
tor was ready to employ political 
strategy for the benefit of the party. 


Who Prompted Cameron? 


But if any Republican senator or 
group of senators prompted Mr. 
Cameron, who were those who 
made up the group, it is asked? In 
other words, the Democrats’ and 
their Republican insurgent allies 
are mystified and _ puzzled. The 
mystery has been made deeper bv 
reports that if Senator Ashurst had 
withdrawn his opposition to Mr. 
Cameron's dam Dill, the filibuster 
would have continued in another 
form. In other words, the cards 
appear to have been stacked against 
permitting the Neely resolution or 
the La Follette resolution from 
coming to a vote. 

Naturally any law limiting cam- 
paign expenditures in advance of 
the fall elections would react to the 
disadvantage of Republican candi- 
dates and to, the advantage of the 
Democrats. The Republicans have 
money and can acquire more easily 
as a result of their party being in 
power. The Democrats are short of 
funds, their cupboard is not only 
bare but there is a $150,000 deficit, 
and the small item of $25,000 avail- 
able to the Democratic senatorial 
campaigns committee is admittedly 
only a drop in the bucket. 


Advantage to Democrats. 


Thus, from a financial stand- 
point, the senatorial battles would 
be placed on a more even footing 
if there could have been enacted 
a Senate resolution rigidly curtail- 
ing expenditures. _ 

The filibuster not only cut off 
this resolution but left the Senate 
practically on record as indorsing 
the idea that resolutions curtailing 
campaign expenditures can not be 
made retroactive. Both Senators 
La Follette and Neely recognized 
this in their resolutions. Thus, if 
the issue of too great expenditures 
comes up after the elections next | 
fall are all over, the resolutions
